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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


Dear Friends: 


In late February and early March three members of my staff and I held a 
series of eight seminars throughout the state to discuss with bankers planned 
and proposed changes in the operation of my office. 

As you know, the relationship between the State Treasurer’s Office and the 
banking industry of Missouri is extremely important, and because of the fine 
cooperation my office has received from that industry, it is a relationship 
which benefits the people of our state. In my second term there will be some 
significant changes in our operations which will require a continuation of this 
cooperation. Many of these changes will directly affect the conduct of business 
between my office and the banks of Missouri. 

Several constitutional and statutory revisions which I am supporting in the 
current session of the General Assembly will, if approved, also alter the way in 
which the state conducts business with Missouri’s financial community. 

It is important for banks which do business with my office to be aware of 
these pending and possible changes. By meeting personally with members of 
the banking industry my staff and I will be better able to work with their 
establishments to implement smoothly our planned operational changes. 

These seminars also provided the opportunity for the state’s bankers to ask 
questions about the policies and procedures which guide our placement of 
state funds. It is important that we understand each other’s needs and 
requirements. This is best, and most effectively done, on a personal basis in the 
casual give-and-take atmosphere of such seminars. 

Nearly 600 members of the state’s banking industry participated in the 
seminars which proved to be very productive and should contribute positively 
to the relationship between my office and Missouri banks.
